artillery; the Union force was but 
8,000 men and six pieces of artil­ 
lery, commanded by (generals 
Manson and Nelson. It wos one of 
the many bloody and disastrous 
bluhders of the war. 
The battle raged from five 
o’clock in the morning until sev­ 
en o’clock in the evening, when 
the Union army, after stubborn­ 
ly fighting and falling back with 
great loss, in killed and wounded, 
were finally surrounded, over­ 
whelmed by superior numbers, 
and compelled to surrender. The 
day had been hot, dry and dusty, 
and 6,000 prisoners, who were cor­ 
ralled in a ten acre blue grass 
pasture, made the welkin ring, 
with the cries of “water, water.” 
General Kirby Smith came from 
his tent, mad, and ordered them 
to stop their d . n noise and his 
men would water them, as soon 
as possible. “You all fought so 
infernal hard today,” said he, 
“that we are tired and want to 
sleep. I thought from the noise 
you made today that you had an 
army of 50,000 men, instead of 
8.000 green, raw troops; so. I’ll 
give you water, and then if you 
don’t keep quiet and go to sleep 
like honest men, I’ll turn a bat­ 
tery loose on you; so good night." 
The old general’s tialk pleased the 
boys, and water soon came and 
they subsided. 
Among the many brave men 
killed that day none surpassed in 
gallantry and bravery, £o. Joel 
Wolfe, of the 16th Indiana regi­ 
ment. After a hot fight with a 
rebel officer, just in the dusk of 
the evening, Col. Wolfe was shot 
through the head and died in­ 
stantly. The enemy showed their 
appreciation of a foeman worthy 
of their steel, by caring for the 
body, and it was tenderly placed 
in a secluded grassy plot, his 
hands folded over his breast and 
there, in the early morning, cov­ 
ered with o soldier’s blanket, the

phine, Edward H., Laura A 
diana, Frances H., William 
and Alice M. 
In 1833 he moved to Rushville 
and carried on a merchant tail­ 
oring business, and afterward the 
dry goods business. He became a 
member of the Christian church 
in boyhood and at times officiat­ 
ed in preaching the Gospel. In 
1845, he and his wife united with 
the Presbyterian church in which 
faith he died. His education was 
of his own endeavor, by candle 
light, and at such times as leis­ 
ure afforded. Politically a Whig, 
until the organization of the re­ 
publican party and being a fine 
speaker espoused its principles, 
freely and boldly. 
The war came and he raised 
the first company from Rush 
county, in a few hours. That 
company was for three months 
service, but was assigned to the 
16th regiment, which was enlist7 
ed for a year and re-enlisted for 
three year service. P. A. Hackle­ 
man was its Colonel until ap­ 
pointed Brigadier General, May 
6, 1862, when Thomas J. Lucas 
became Colonel and Wolfe, who 
had been Major, was promoted to 
Lieut. Col. of the regiment, and 
was in command August 30th, 
when he was killed, after vainly 
trying to cut his way through 
the rebel lines. 
Joel Wolfe had two sons—Ed­ 
ward H. and William (“Cooney” ) 
F.. who joined their father. Col. 
Wolfe, as we knew him, rose to 
Brigadier General, while Willianl 
F., had an honorable record as a 
private soldier. Ed and Will sur­ 
vived the terrible conflict. 
Col. Wolfe was mustered as 
Major of the 52nd regiment and 
promoted to Colonel, Sept. 9, 
1362. This regiment was partly 
organized in Rush county and 
marched to Indianapolis, where 
it was consolidated with the 56th 
or “Railroad Regiment,” 4 and on

It was in 1893, that Eli Murray 


and wife were killed by a gas ex­ 
plosion at Anderson. The house 
they occupied was blown to piec­ 
es about eleven o’clock Sunday 
night, May 4th, 1893, while occu­ 
pied by husband, wife, son anc 
daughter, who were’ blown out in 
the yard and all badly burned or 
otherwise injured. Elsie, their 
daughter, was awakened by the 
smell of gas and as she got out 
of bed, the explosion came with 
a fearful crash. She was upstairs 
and dropped safely into the arms 
of a man just below. 
Mrs Murray ran back up stairs 


for her son Charles, and Mr. 
Murray followed 
her. Finding 


Charles, they made for the win­ 
dow and both 
fell out. Her 


clothes were afire and she was 
burned about the breast and hips 
and her flesh came off in lumps, 
when her clothing was removed. 
Mr Murray was burned on the 
head, face and hands and his 
finger nails and flesh dropped 
off, leaving bleeding frightful 
scars. Elsie was not hurt, outside 
of shock and her feet cut on glass 
scattered over the floor. Charley 
was unhurt, except for a injured 
foot from the fall. 
No fire had been left burning, 


except a jet in an upstairs hall 
way, which was turned down low. 
They had retired about the usu­ 
al hour but about eleven o’clock 
Mr. Murray was awakened by 
crackling of fire and intense heat 
in his room and aroused his wife, 
when they discovered the ceil­ 
ing was afire. They at once 
started tb fight the fire and 
thinking of the children up­ 
stairs, started to awaken /them, 
when the explosion came. The 
children had gotten out on the 
veranda. 
The explosion awoke everybody 


in that part of Anderson and 
soon a great crowd gathered. 
Doctors soon arrived and found 
that Mr. and Mrs. Murray were 
fatally burned. Mrs. -Murray was 
hurried to the Emergency hos­ 
pital and attention given to her 
husband. Both were burned by 
inhaling the blaze. Both died 
from their injuries—Mrs. Murray 
next day and her husband later. 
Eli Murray formerly lived in 


the southwest corner of Jackson 
tiwnship, before going to Ander­ 
son and was a prosperous and 
successful farmer. Mr. Murray 
married Sarah Jennie Anderson, 
a daughter of Cassius Anderson 
from the New Salem neighbor­ 
hood, May 7, 1871, a most estima­ 
ble lad^, neighbor, wife and 
mother. 
A cruel death called both and 


left two orphans to meet the 
world 
alone. 
Charley 
Murray 


was well known in this city in 
after years as a salesman for 
Payey and company. Their bod­ 
ies were interred in East Hill. *

killed that day none surpassed in 
gallantry and .bravery, cSo. Joel 
Wolfe, .of the 16th Indiana regi- 
ment.. After a.; hot fight with a 
rebel officer, jrtst in the dusk of 
the evening, -CoL Wolfe was shot 
through the head and .died- in- 
stantly. The eneriiy. showed their 
appreciation,of a foemari worthy 
of their steel, by caring "for the 
body, and it was tenderly placed 
in a secluded grassy plot, his 
hands folded ,6yer his; breast and 


tha A. Stall, daughter of Dr. E. H. 
Stall and wife Martha, of Cincin- 
nati, to whom-were born the fol- 
lowing named children viz: Jose- 
phine, Edward H., Laura A., In- 
diana, Frances H., William W.

In 1833 he moved to Rushville 


and carried oft a merchant tail- 
oring business, and afterward the 
dry goods business.

Her 
clothes were afire and she was 
burned about the breast and hips 
and her flesh came off iri luntps, 
when her clothing was removed. 
Mr. Murray was burned on the 
head, face and hands and his 
finger nails and flesh dropped 
off, leaving bleeding frightful 
scars. Elsie was not hurt, outside 
of shock and her feet cut on glass 
scattered over the floor. Charley 
was unhurt, except for a injured 
foot from the fall. 
No fire had been left burning,
